| tention, civil Diſcord, Oppreſſion, Uſury, Fraud, 
Circumvention, and all thoſe Evils with which 
the World is unfortunately haraſs' d and perplex d; 
but evil as Money is, tis however a geceſſary 
Evil, and grown into ſuch univerſal Eſteem a- 
mongſt Men, that without it no Buſineſs is to 
be done, no Neceſſaries of Life to be purchas' d, 
nay, Virtue itſelf is often meaſur'd by Money, 
and Princes become formidable, not by the Ex- 
tent of their Territories, or the Numbers of their 
People, but for the Wealth of their Exchequer, 
and the Length of their Purſe; thoſe therefore, 
whether in private or in publick Life, whether 
a particular Society or a People in general, who 
would make a Figure in the World. or get into 


the Eſteem of their Neighbours, muſt above all 
things take care to be rich, for Riches is Wiſdom, 


and Power, and Honour, and every thing in this 
mercenary Age. It ſeems therefore well to de- 
ſerye our Enquiry how it is to be had, and by 
What Means to be introduc'd into a Country, 
and this ſhall be the Subject of the following Pages, 
in which, if I hit upon any thing for the Infor- 
mation of thoſe in Power, or but incite abler Heads 
to ſo neceſſary an Enquiry, tis all my Ambition 
% ͤ » neg wy $i 
Nature has ſo wiſely diſtributed her Favours, 
that whatever, is wanting in any Country, either 
for Ornament or Uſe, is ſupplied. in an Abun- 
dance of other things, by which they are to be 
purchas'd: Thus India has its Gold and Gems, 
Arabia its Gums and Spices, Perſia its Silks, 
Fraue and Spain their Wines and Fruits; we a 
Land teeming with other Sorts of Riches, el 
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thit tho' we have no Mines of Gold and Silver, 
yet we have the Means wherewith to purchaſe

them, and by a proper 1 to Trade, may 


the Coldneſs of our Soil deny us at home; for 
Trade is that whereby thoſe things are introduc'd 


into à Country which itſelf: fails to produce. 


Since therefore Trade is ſo: uſeful, and indeed 
ſo neceſſary an Occupation for'a People, it be- 


hoves them much to underſtand aright the Con- 


ſtitution of it, and not only to know their own 
Wants and Superfluities, but thoſe of other Coun- 
tries alſo, that they may the better regulate their 


Affairs, and fend their Commodities to ſuch Mar- 
kets as have them in greateſt Eſteem ; bur above 


all the Art of Improving thoſe Branches of Trade 


which are advantageous, and waining from thoſe 


which are injurious to the Wealth of a Country, 


deſerves our Application; for uſeful as Trades is, 
it may however for want of proper Regulations 


turn to the Diſadvantage of a Country, and be- 
come à Means to drain away all that Treaſure, 
which it before introduc'd; thus Want by oblig- 


ing to Induſtry begets Wealth, and Wealth by a 
ſtrange Reverſe, reduces to Poverty again, if a 
prudent Oeconomy is wanting; for Indolence 
and Luxury are ever in the Train of Wealth, and 


ſtalk cloſe upon the Heels of Riches; theſe be- 
get a ſhameful Neglect of Induſtry, and an im- 
moderate Conſumption of foreign Commodities, 
by which Means our Importations become more

There is nothing fo. 1. concerned in Trade 
as Land, the Intereſts of the one and the other 
are inſeparable, and they muſt always riſe and fall 
together; for as Trade is ſupported by the Pro- 
duce of Land, improv'd by Art and Labour into 
various Forms, and fitted to the Occaſions of fo- 
reign Countries, ſo Land is raiſed in its Value, 
by the Plenty of Money brought in by Trade; 
wherefore it greatly behoves thoſe Gentlemen 
whoſe Fortunes are in Land, and whoſe Rank in 
the World afford them a Proſpect of ſharing in 
the Adminiſtration, to underſtand well the Trade 
of their Country, that they may be able to give 
Advice on ſo important a Subject whenſoever it

There is nothing more neceſſary to be under- 
ſtood by thoſe who are to form Decrees, in Re- 
lation to Commerce, than the Difference in Va- 
lue between the Exportations and Importations of 
their Country, that being the Meaſure: of their 
Loſs and Gain by Trade; this is commonly call'd 
the Ballance of Trade; and may be divided into 
the General, and the Particular; the general Bal- 
lance of Trade is our Loſs or Gain, by our ge- 
neral Dealings with all the World: And it re- 
uires but little Art to diſcover, whether this be 
or or againſt us; for its Symptoms are ſtrong and 
obvious: A general Depreciation of all Commo- 
dities, and a univerſal Face of Poverty ſpreading 
itſelf over the Land, if it be againſt us; but hig 
Prices and a chearful Plenty of Money, if it be 
for us; but the particular Ballance of Trade re- 
ſpects our Dealings with particular Countries, and 
is harder to be ens tho! more neceſſary to 
be underſtood than the other; for we may be 
Gainers in the general, and yet Loſers by our 
Trade with particular Countries, to ſuch a De- 
gree, as may eat up moſt Part of our Profit by 


all the reſt ; and by that Means greatly retard our 


growing rich; ſo likewiſe may we be greatly Gai- 
ners by particular Branches of Trade, and yet 
Loſers by others, which like a ſecret Diſeaſe prey 

upon our Vitals, and waſte our Conſtitution faſter
